SHANGHAI CRAZE DRIVING 
BUSINESS AWAY. 


Everybody doing business with the 
Chinese knows the extreme value of 
old associations—old chops, certain 
time-honoured methods of carrying 
out particular transactions, and a 
business site long tenanted bya firm) 
says the ¥.

‘ONFERENCE OPENS. 
HOW TYPHOONS ARE CAUSED, 
How do typhoons originate? We 
are assuied that the question is one 
which a dozen meteorological experts 
might essay to answer jn a dozen 
diferent ways. A layman most 
needs step warily in the path of 
science, but the theory of origin 
most generally accepted. we be- 
lieve, may be stated as follows: 
ereat heat continuing for many 
days and followed by terzific tropical 
rains, such as are experienced in the 
tegion of Hawail. cause marked at- 
mospherie depression. A vacwum is 
thus formed, into-which theair ruskes, 
accumulating force in proporticn with 
the area of the depression, and the 
whistling, spiral motion is set up by 
currents of cir from various direc- 
,tions passing near each other and 
forming an eddy. The power ofa 
typhoon is always greater at sea than 
on land, for the reason that the gale 
sweeping oscr the waters takes up 
moisttre and thus gains weight and 
consequently force. Thus also it is 
that the trphoon calms down in its 
course overland, if it ig not quite 
broken in striaing the coast, but only 
to break out again with renewed fury 
on veering to se again. ’

. CHINESE CREDITORS LOSE 
CONFIDENCE. . * 


Peking, September 30.—It appears 
that the majority of the Chinese 
creditors. do uct entirely rely upon 
the rosy reportsof the Chinese Minis. 
ter and Consul-General in Paris abont 
the possibility of the re-opening of 
the Banque Industyielle de Chine. 
‘After a special conference in the Hu- 
kuang guild the other day, a memorial 
was sent to the Ministry of 
Finance and the Currency Burean 
by the creditors and deposi- 
tors demanding to Imow exactly 
whether the offtcial. reports of Mr. 
Chen Ln and Mr. Liso Shib-tsen con- 
verning the Banque are really in 
collaboration with the facta in Paris, 
because independent advices from 
France indicate that up to the present, 
in spite of the efforts of the Banque’s 
supporters, the French Government, 
has not issued any official or anthori- 
tative statement appertaining to the 
bank’s affairs and that especially 
the French’ Minister of Finance is 
showing a cold shoulder vis-a-vis the 
Bank. The Chinese creditor, ete.; 
desire to be informed abont the actual 
position of the French -baok on the 
ground that, in permitting the French 
hank to isste notes aud enjay other 
banking privileges, both the Ministry 
of Finance and the Currency Burean 
share a certain amount of responsibil- 
itv for the logs of the depositors, and 
they also want to know whether the 
announcement of the Banque’s 
agencies in Peking. Tientsin. Hankow 
avd other cities inviting their 
creditors to send in their accounts for 
adjustmentis nots camouflage for pull- 
ing wool'over the eves of their foreign 
and native depositors in order to put 


off the clamoarings for payment. Sug- 


gestions have been advanced by cer- 
tain Chinese creditors that unless the 
Chinese depositors, ete., be paid in 
fall, measures should be adopted to 
deal with the situation by making 
nation-wide announcements about the 
insecurity and unreliability af French 
and Sino-French financial institutions 
in China with a view to warring 
wealthy Chinese merchants and 
others to be always on their

The well-known Chinese 
lawyers Lin Sheng-kuei and Wu Kun- 
wn «ill be empowered by the Chinese 
depositors and other creditors to take 
adequate legal actions on their behalf 
against the Banque in Paris nnless 
definite announcement of the repay- 
ment of their hard earned monies ir 
made by responsible French authori- 
ties as soon as postible. During 
a recent meeting, some of the 
Chinese depositors wept bitterly 
because they complained that what 
they bad deposited into French bank 
for safekeeping represented 
savings of a life-time, and their wives 
and children were entirely dependent 
upon them for their livelihood. 
Regarding the Banque, the authorities 
[of the French Legation are curiously 
reticent and their attitude is causing 
grest suspicion among the Chinese. 


A French mail steamer recently 
‘brought with it to Shanghai an altered 
Hongkong Chartered Benk note. A 
Chinese money changer who went 
aboard the ship gave to an Arab fire 
man i exchange for what he took to 
be a $100 note, 750 francs. Ttis sap- 
posed ‘that the Arab fireman had 
previously been, made the victim of 
counterfeiters in Hongkong, says the 
N.C. D. News, The bank note was 
simply altered wherever the Chinese 
character for “five ” appeared and in” 
each case was made toread 100. On 
one side in largé letters the words 
“Five Dollars” appeared unchanged. 
‘The money changer only looked at the 
Chinese characters. When he return- 
ed to the ship no method ‘of proving 
the blame was possible as there was 
only the conflicting werd of the. two 
men. The French ship has ‘since 
departed and the money changer is 
learning English, says the V. 0. D. 
News. . .
